every reader of the newspapers will re- 
member that John A. Boebling, the first 
chief engineer of the bridge, died from an 
injury before any practical work had been 
done on the structure. His son, Wash- 
ington A., then only ab;ut thirty-three 
years old, was imde chief engmeerof the 
greatest 
mechanical 
undertaking the 


world had ever sseu. 
It ivill bo remem- 


bered also, that one of the most difficult 
parti ot tho "work connected with the 
building of the bridge, was that ot sink- 
iug the caissons, so that immovable foun- 
dations could be obtained far .below the 
bed ot East liver, on which the lofty and 
mighty towers with their millions ot cu- 
bic feet of masonry, could rest. Washing- 
ton A. EoobliDg solved that problem, and 
in directing tbo work ho was compelled 
to go down tho caissons and there give 
personal supervision of the building of 
the foundation. 
While there he caught 


the ''caisson disease" which come near 
ending his life. He was taken home 
senseless, and although he revived, he 
was nover able to return to tho bridge 
aud personally give directions toils con- 
struction. During the twelve Jong years 
ot weariness and pain he never had seen 
the bridge except from his chamber win- 
dow at a distance. By signals and tele- 
phones and telegraphs he directed the 
wonderful work with unerring judgment 
and ruatvelous skill. 
But when.the wife of Washington Roeb- 
ling saw that ho was helpless and that ha 
needed more rest for the mind, she 
cheerfully went to work to acquire the 
knowledge necessary to help him to ex- 
ecute bis plans. He was in such a frame 
of mind from his physical infirmaties 
that ho could not talk to his engineers, 
and the wife became the enspiring cpnit 
in this matchless undertaking in mechan- 
ical science. Mrs. Boebling mastered the 
most intiicate and profound problems in

to which her husband

They then proceeded to tho door of tho 
court-house, and, smashing it in, wore soon 
inside. There were now two doors between 
tho outlaws and tho mob, who immediately 
procured a crowbar and sledge, and com- 
menced operations upon the doors, it taking 
over two hours to get at tho Barbers. 
After breakingfcthe doors down, tho desper- 
adoes were taken through tho hall to the 
stairs, ono of thorn being dragged part of the 
way down tho long stairway. 
After getting 


into the street tho Barbers wero allowed to 
make a confession. Bill Barber said ho had 
never killed a man uotil last fall; that they 
had been accused of killing seven men in Illi- 
nois, Ho said this was false. Ike Barber said 
lie had no hand in killing Shoppcrd last fall; 
tha tho had never killed a man nor assisted in 
doing so -until within the past weok. The 
desperadoes appeared to have plenty of grit, 
although Bill shed a few tears. They con- 
versed in a strong voice, and did not expect 
or ask for sympathy. Tho leader of the mob 
was captured by the sheriff. 
Tho county 


officers did the best they could to protect the 
prisoners but it was of no avail. 


THE BANDITS' REMOVAL. 


INDEPENDENCE, Iowa, June 9.—Everything 


was quiet in this city Thursday, notwith- 
standing the presence of the Barbers and tha 
various reports of lynching parties bciug 
headed this way. During the early part of 
tho night the principal streets were thronged 
•with people, all On the alert for something 
which did not turn up. The Barbers them- 
selves were nervous as night drew on, but as

heavily. Tho board 
of 
su- 


pervisors, in session, directed Sheriff Currier 
to telegraph tho sheriff of Bremer county 
that a spacdy removal of the Barbers from 
this county must bo made. Obedient to such 
summons officers from 'Waverly arrived at 
night and departed with the desperadoes on 
the morning train for "Wo-vcrly. While here 
the officers expressed themselves as believing 
that the mob formed night before last had 
disbanded for good, and no fears seemed to bo 
entertained of an outbreak. The Barbers wore 
shackled hand and foot and chained together 
before removal from tho jail, and were saill 
in tbo same ragged, 'dirty, barefoot condition 
as when captured. Upon being informed of 
tho intention to take them back to Wovcrly, 
they pleaded to bo kept hero or takon to 
Anamosa; but, seeing the uselessness of their 
requests, they lapsed into sullen silence. 
Upon being approached by an old lady friend 
with the question, ""What made you doit?" 
ono]of tho outlaws replied, "I guess was wore 
crazy;" and when the old lady expressed her 
sorrow at their degraded condition, one of 
:hem said, "Then pray for us.1' 


THEIR ARRIVAL AT WAVEELY. 


"WATERLLO, Iowa, Juno 0.—Tho Barber 


joys passed through this city at noon yester- 
day from Independence, en routo for TVaver- 
y. Sheriff Adair, of Bremer county, who 
accompanied them, stated that tho board of 
supervisors of Buchanan county refused to al- 
ow them to remain hi jail at Independence, 
as they feared the mob would tear the build- 
up down. Tho bandits arrived at Waverly

A CHICAGO OUTEAGE. 


CHICAGO, June 9.—Tho details of a hor- 


rible 
outrage pei-petrated near the ex- 


treme southwest part of tho city night 
before last was brought to tho notice 
of tho Thirty-fifth street 
police yester- 


day morning. Two women in n house at 3S01 
Laurel street were forcibly coerced by six or 
seven hoodlums of tho district, and, after being 
repeatedly violated, wore beaten into uncon- 
sciousness, one of them receiving dangerous 
and possibly fatal injuries. 
Tho patrol 


officers, who reached tho house soon after tho 
affair was discovered, found the occupant of 
the house, Mrs. Mary Blaney, lying bleeding 
on the floor, from a score of wounds about 
tho head, body, and face, barely able to 
speak, and beside her was tho unconscious 
form of another woman, who scorned to be 
at tho point of death. She was also badly 
beaten, and besides several cuts on her head, 
through tho rents in her torn clothing could 
bo seen the black and blue welts received 
from clenched fists and heavy boot heels. 
This woman was at once removed to the 
county hospital. 


Mrs. Blaney said she did not know her 


name, and was barely able to tell what had 
transpired. She said that early Thursday 
evening two young men come into her house, 
and that the party had some beer. The men 
wero acquaintances of her husband, who was 
a sailor, at present on tho lakes. After the 
party had emptied several pitchers of beer 
tho young men left, but returned soon after 
with four others, who at once fastened the 
doors and begau their hellish work. Two 
whom she recognized as John, alias "Blenk, 
Maloney and James Halligan seized hold of 
her, 
and, by threatening her life with a 


revolver, 
compelled 
her to submit to 


their desires, Meanwhile tho other woman 
was borne into a side room by the remainder 
of the gang, who employed the same means 
on overcoming her. She struggled in their 
grasp but one of them pressed a knife against 
her bosom while a second held a cocked re- 
volver 
against 
her 
head 
and 


commanded her, on pain of instant death, to 
make no outcry. Both women were detained 
all night by the brutes, who violated them in 
turn, and in the struggle overturned a kero- 
sene lamp and demolished a stove. At inter- 
vals during the night one of tho crowd wenl 
for beer, and a hideous orgy was kept up by 
the brutes until daybreak.

Iho fiends, who were like demons from tht> 


fleets of their potations. Tho -woman called 
n them to have mercy, whereupon they 
brew her

!he brutality of her assailants. Tho gang 
ook their departure shortly before daybreak, 
eaving lx>th \vomon on tho ground, unable to 
ise.

'But the reason why the use of 
the weapons of war against life and 
property is reserved by old-fashioned 
moralists-for established Governments 
carryin^ on openly declared hostilities, 
is simply that it is for the interest of the 
human race that the destruction of We 
and property should not be undertaken 
except in cases where a large body of 
persons, forming an organized society, 
have after deliberation agreed that it is 
necessary or desirable, and a guarantee 
that the world shall havo occasional in- 
tervals of peace. 


The progress of civilization has been 


marked from the beginning by restric- 
tions on the right of making war. lirst, 
'every one could attack anybody he 
pleased, just like the wild animals. 
Then it was reserved for small parties 
.dr families of savages under a chief, and 
finally was reserved exclusively for the 
societies called nations. When the tide 
of civilization receded during the Mid- 
dle' Ages, the right of waging war again 
became diffused, and fell into the hands 
of every large landholder. To go out 
and attack a neighbor, and carry off his 
cattle, became one of his even,- day 
amusements. When the tide of C:VKI- 
zatrion again began to rise, the right of 
attacking people again began to be re- 
stricted. 
In every century we nnd the 


number of those allowed to exercise it 
diminishing, until finally it has become 
confmed in practice to the great nations. 
Even small nations now are rarely al- 
lowed to go to war, and. when war
